Gulf Coast’s Nightmare Not Over 


Future of area hangs 
in the balance after 
BP finally seals well 


New Orleans 

The well is dead. Finally. 

A permanent cement plug sealed 
bp’s well nearly 2.5 miles below the 
sea floor in the Gulf of Mexico, five 
agonizing months after an explosion 
sank a drilling rig and led to the worst 
offshore oil spill in U.S. history. 

Retired Coast Guard Adm. Thad 
Allen, the federal government’s point 
man on the disaster, said Sunday BP’s 
well “is effectively dead” and posed 
no further threat to the Gulf Allen 
said a pressure test to ensure the 
cement plug would hold was com- 
pleted at 5:54 a.m. CDT. 

The gusher was contained in mid- 
July after a temporary cap was suc- 
cessfully fitted atop the well. Mud 
and cement were later pushed down 
through the top of the well, allowing 
the cap to be removed. But the well 
could not be declared dead until a 
relief well was drilled so that the 
ruptured well could be sealed from 
the bottom. 

The April 20 blast killed 11 work- 
ers, and 206 million gallons of oil 
spewed. The disaster caused an 
environmental and economic night- 
mare for people who live, work and 
play along hundreds of miles of Gulf

The Oil Question: To Drill or Not to Drill? 

One of the supreme ironies is that many of those hurt most by the spill find 
themselves having to defend the industry that caused it. While acknowl- 
edging that the country is only slightly better prepared to handle a big spill 
now than it was five months ago, Gulf state officials have joined oil interests 
in fighting a federal moratorium on deepwater drilling. The current ban on 
new deep-sea drilling is set to expire on Nov. 30. But there is little doubt the 
oil and gas industry will face even tougher regulations afterward, (ap) 


Sizing Up the Damage 

While BP'S internal investigation 

went a long way toward previewing its 
legal strategy and explaining how a 
bubble of explosive gas made a 3-mile- 
plus journey from the bottom of the 
well to the drilling rig, it left many 
questions unanswered. Those ques- 
tions, hopefully, will be addressed by 
government investigators, other com- 
panies’ investigations, congressional 
committees and examinations of key 
pieces of evidence. The blowout pre- 
venter now sits under guard at a NASA 
facility in New Orleans, awaiting foren- 
sic analysis, (ap) 


shoreline from Florida to Texas. It 
also spurred civil and criminal inves- 
tigations, cost gaffe-prone BP chief 
Tony Hayward his job, and brought 
increased governmental scrutiny of 
the oil and gas industry. 

Gulf residents will be feeling the 
pain for years to come. There is still 
plenty of oil in the water, and some 
continues to wash up on shore. Many 
people are still struggling to make 
ends meet with some waters still 
closed to fishing. Shrimpers who are 
allowed to fish are finding it difficult 
to sell their catch because of the per- 
ception — largely from people outside 
the region — that the seafood is not 
safe to eat. Tourism along the Gulf

Freed U.S. Woman 
Says She's No Spy 


Shourd, two hikers 
still face espionage 
indictments in Iran 

New York 

An American woman who was held 
in Iran for more than 13 months 
and accused of espionage said Sun- 
day she and two men detained with 
her never spied or committed any 
crime, calling their arrest “a huge 
misunderstanding.” 

Discussing her experience at the 
most length since her release Tues- 
day, Sarah Shourd underscored her 
gratitude at being released but said 
she felt only “one-third free” because 
her fiance, Shane Bauer, and their 
friend Josh Fattal remain in Teh- 
ran’s notorious Evin Prison. 

“This is not the time to cele- 
brate,” Shourd, 32, said at a New 
York news conference. “The only 
thing that enabled me to cross the 


gulf from prison to freedom alone 
was the knowledge that Shane and 
Josh wanted with all their hearts 
for my suffering to end.” 

Composed but occasionally paus- 
ing, Shourd thanked Iranians and 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad in a carefully scripted return 
that spoke to the continuing del- 
icacy of her situation. She didn’t 
take questions or discuss the con- 
ditions in which she’d been held, 
walking away from the podium at 
a Manhattan hotel hand in hand 
with her mother, Nora, before Fat- 
tal’s and Bauer’s mothers answered 
reporters’ queries. 

Iran has issued espionage-related 
indictments against her, Bauer and 
Fattal; the indictments could bring 
trials for the two men and proceed- 
ings in absentia for Shourd. 

But Shourd stressed their inno- 
cence in a case that has added to the 
roster of tensions between the U.S. 
and Iran, karen matthews (ap)

Voter Fraud Fears in Afghanistan 



Observer group says 
legitimacy of election, 
attacks fuel concern 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The main Afghan election observ- 
er group said Sunday it had serious 
concerns about the legitimacy of 
this weekend’s parliamentary vote 
because of reported fraud, even as 
President Hamid Karzai commend- 
ed the balloting as a solid success. 

The conflicting statements 
underscored the difficulty of deter- 
mining the credibility of the vote 
also hit by militant attacks that hurt 
the turnout. Afghan officials start- 
ed gathering and tallying results 
Sunday in a process that could take 
weeks if not months to complete. 

The country’s international back- 
ers offered praise for those who 
voted Saturday despite bomb and 
rocket attacks, and voiced hoped for 
a democratic result. A repeat of the 
pervasive fraud that tainted a pres- 
idential election a year ago would 
only erode further the standing of 
the Karzai administration — both at 


home and abroad — as it struggles 
against a Taliban insurgency. 

While the first vote counts are 
due to be made public in a few 
days, full preliminary results are 
not expected until early October, 
and then there will be weeks of 
fraud investigations before win- 
ners are officially announced for 
the 249 parliamentary seats, which 
were contested by about 2,500 


candidates. 

The election commission has said 
it hopes to release final results by the 
end of October. But there are likely 
to be a host of fraud complaints in 
each province — which could drag 
the process on even beyond that 
target date. The resolution of last 
year’s vote took months. 

On Sunday, the independent 
Free and Fair Elections Founda- 


tion of Afghanistan said it “has 
serious concerns about the qual- 
ity of elections,” given the inse- 
curity and numerous complaints 
of fraud. 

At least 21 civilians and nine 
police officers were killed during 
the voting, according to the election 
commission and the Interior Min- 
istry, amid dozens of bombings and 
rocket attacks, heidi vogt (ap) 


China Breaks off Contact 
With Japan Over Arrests 


Beijing 

China on Sunday broke off high- 
level government contacts with 
Japan over the extended detention 
of a fishing boat captain arrested 
near disputed islands. The rare 
move pushed already tense rela- 
tions to a new low and showed 
China’s willingness to play hard- 
ball with its Asian rival on issues 
of territorial integrity. 

It came a day after anti-Japanese 
protests broke out across China on 
the anniversary of the start of a 
brutal Japanese invasion of China 
in 1931 that has historically cast a 
shadow over ties between what are 
now the world’s second- and third- 


largest economies. 

The spat between Tokyo and 
Beijing was sparked when the Chi- 
nese vessel collided with two Jap- 
anese coast guard ships on Sept. 7 
near islands in the East China Sea 
claimed by both countries. The 14 
Chinese crew were released last 
week, but the captain’s detention 
for further questioning — pending 
a decision about whether to press 
charges — has inflamed anti-Jap- 
anese sentiment in China. 

Chinese state broadcaster CCTV 
said Sunday that Japan’s refus- 
al to release the boat captain has 
“already caused serious damage to 
Sino-Japanese bilateral contacts.”

Car Bombs Kill 37 in Iraq 


Attacks break period 
of calm in Baghdad, 
wound more than 100 

Baghdad 

Six car bombs detonated across 
Baghdad on Sunday and a suicide 
bomber exploded a car in nearby 
Fallujah, killing a total of 37 peo- 
ple and wounding more than 100, 
breaking what had been a period 
of relative calm since the end of the 
Muslim holy month of Ramadan. 

The violence was the worst to 
strike Iraq since the number of 
American troops in the country 
dropped below 50,000 and the U.S. 
declared a formal end to combat 
operations. It also underlines the 
challenges Iraqi security forces face 
trying to stabilize Baghdad as the 
U.S. trims its military presence, and 
Iraq’s police and military assume

responsibility for security. 

Traffic snarled in parts of 
Baghdad as Iraqi police tight- 
ened checkpoints after the twin 
car bombings struck at 10 a.m. 
in the Mansour and Kathumya 
neighborhoods, killing 29 peo- 
ple and wounding 111, according 
to Iraqi security authorities. 

Witnesses said the booby-trapped 


vehicle in Mansour targeted a busy 
market area near an office of the Asi- 
acell phone company and a popular 
restaurant. Ten people died. 

The car bomb in Kathumya, 
which killed 19, detonated near 
an office of Iraq’s National Secu- 
rity Ministry. 

A third bomb, planted on a bus, 
killed the driver and his son. A 
prominent Iraqi tribal leader, Salih 
Ali Hamdan, was killed when his 
car exploded. 

In Fallujah, a former strong- 
hold of a Sunni Muslim insurgen- 
cy 40 miles west of Baghdad, four 
civilians and one Iraqi soldier were 
killed when a suicide car bomber, 
targeting an Iraqi army patrol, was 
stopped near a bakery. 

Bombs that detonated in the 
parked vehicle of a senior Iraqi 
intelligence official and in a garage 
did not cause fatalities, (the Wash- 
ington POST/ASSOCIATED PRESS)

Rent Strike Bears Fruit 



Anacostia apartment 
complex due for fixes 
after residents cry foul 

Washington 

The garden-style apartments, and 
a pair of red-brick high-rises tow- 
ering over the Anacostia River, had 
once been a symbol of black middle- 
class progress east of the river. 

But Lee Edwards was fed up 
almost as soon as he moved into 
Marbury Plaza in 2001. His car, 
parked in the garage, was bur- 
glarized. Then he noticed mold in 
his bedroom. The air conditioner 
leaked and sputtered. Work tickets 
to get problems fixed were lost. 

When a new dishwasher flood- 
ed the same day it was installed in 
2005, creating a shallow pool in his 
living room, he knew it was time 
to take action. 

Residents considered a plan to 
buy the 672-unit complex, research- 
ing city law, talking to develop- 
ers and even holding cookouts 
and fish fries to raise money. The 
effort stalled. 


But two years ago, led by about a 
dozen young professionals, a group 
of residents started a rent strike 
that ended last month with an 
agreement by the complex’s own- 
ers to pay $5 million for repairs. 
For the first time in 15 years, a raft 
of changes is in store for the once- 
grand complex. 

Several residents said the recent 
activism at the complex was an 
expression of years of frustration 
as management companies were 
switched constantly. 


“It really just started as a way 
of saying: ‘No more,”’ said Jimmy 
Singleton, 43, a native Washingto- 
nian who moved into the complex 
10 years ago. 

He joined the strike at the 
beginning and now runs the once- 
shuttered convenience store in a 
basement at the complex. “All of 
us respected what the older resi- 
dents had done in terms of trying 
to organize people, but we knew 
drastic action was necessary.”

Fenty’s Terrible 
Washington Week 


Mayor managed loss 
in primary, even with 
deeent approval rating

No politician — we repeat, no pol- 
itician — should ever lose an elec- 
tion when a majority of voters look 
favorably on what he or she has 
done in office. Yet on Tuesday, 
D.C. Mayor Adrian 
Fenty accomplished 
that feat. 

Four years ago, 
Fenty won the Dem- 
ocratic primary by 
nearly 30 points. Now, 
his political fortunes 
are in reverse, after he lost his re- 
election bid against D.C. Coun- 
cil Chairman Vincent Gray in last 
week’s primary — a loss that even 
Fenty’s staunchest allies acknowl- 
edged was preventable. 

According to a terrific report by 
my Post colleagues Nikita Stew- 
art and Paul Schwartzman, Fen- 
ty’s advisers met with the wunder- 
kind mayor way back in June to lay 
out his political problem in simple 
terms: People didn’t like him. 

Fenty’s reaction? He proclaimed 
himself “proud” of his record and 
stormed out of the room. Wrong 
move. The seeds of his loss were 
sown in that fundamental miscal- 
culation — that people vote on the 
policies, not the person. 

A Washington Post poll a few 
weeks before the primary vote high- 
lighted Fenty’s error. Nearly six in 
10 registered voters said the city

was moving in the right direction, 
and nearly two -thirds said Fenty 
had accomplished a “great deal” or 
a “good amount” in his four years 
in office. But that same poll showed 
him losing to Gray by 13 points! 

Fenty lost because, while peo- 
ple liked his policies, they disliked 
his persona more. In 2006, his dis- 
approval rating among black vot- 
ers in the District was 17 percent; 
in 2010, 56 percent of that critical 
voting bloc felt negatively about 
the mayor. 

What Fenty forgot — or ignored 
— is that politics is about relation- 
ships. Because people felt that he 
didn’t care about them, his policy 
successes simply didn’t matter in 
the voting booth. 

Adrian Fenty, for forgetting 
a basic rule of Politics 101, you 
had the Worst Week in Wash- 
ington. Congrats, or something.

Is Groupon Too Good to Be 'H'ue? 



Some retailers pay 
the price for great 
deals for customers 

Social Coupons 

The business model seems simple 
enough: Persuade merchants to 
offer steep discounts in exchange 
for a guaranteed stampede of cus- 
tomers. Thats the premise of the 
wildly successful social-couponing 
website Groupon, which in less than 
two years has gained 18 million sub- 
scribers and spawned a host of imi- 
tators. But some businesses that use 
the site are learning that the calculus 
is more complicated — and there can 
be too much of a good thing. 

Posies Cafe in Portiand, Ore., a 
homespun coffee shop that offers 
classes on baking buttermilk bis- 
cuits, signed up with Groupon sev- 
eral months ago. If Groupon could 
promise to deliver a certain min- 
imum number of customers, the 
owner would sell them $13 worth of 
products for $6. The discount was 
typical of deals on the site, which are 
often for 50 percent off or more.

The amount of money the owner of 
Posies has been forced to spend from 
her personal sayings to pay the rent 
and her employees due to Groupon’s 
effect on her Portland, Ore., shop. 


What Posies was not prepared 
for was the overwhelming response. 
Nearly 1,000 people bought the 
Groupon the one day it was adver- 


tised, according to Posies, swamp- 
ing the shop for three months. 

“It has been the single worst 
decision I have ever made as a 
business owner thus far,” owner 
Jessie Burke wrote on the Posies 
blog this month. 

The owner did not respond to 
a request for an interview, but her 
blog post has garnered even more 
attention than the initial coupon, 
prompting renewed debate over the 


wisdom of catering to crowds. 

One of the local deals featured 
last week was for Dupont Circle 
restaurant and bar One Lounge. 
It opened about nine months ago 
and is still trying to get the word 
out among customers, so it signed 
up with Groupon competitor Liv-

ing Social earlier this year. 

The promotion boosted business 
by about 5 percent to 8 percent for 
roughly three months, part-owner 
Niko Papademetriou said. It was 
enough to prompt One Lounge to 
offer a similar deal through Grou- 
pon, but he cautioned that the ser- 
vice was not a silver bullet. 

“It’s not a savior at all,” he said. 
“It costs you money to do this.”

The new rules released last week by 
the Basel Committee on Banking Su- 
pervision aims to fortify banks world- 
wide and prevent them from spiraling 
into the kind of global financial crisis 
that brought the world to its knees 
in 2008. Banks will have about eight 
years to comply fully with the rules, but 
the proposed changes could have im- 
mediate effects on the U.S. economy. 

What’s the main change this year? 

The most dramatic change proposed 
was a more-than threefold increase, 
from 2 percent to 7 percent, in the 
“core capital ratio," or the amount of 
money banks need to set aside to help 
absorb losses on loans. The fear is that 
if banks have less capital than their 
losses, they cannot meet payments on 
their own debt, and they usually fail. 

Who stands to lose? 

Smaller community banks or credit 
unions that are already struggling with 
high loan losses and foreclosures. 
Many of them have found it hard to 
raise capital, and they will struggle 
with the new requirements, (ap)

The ‘Old Age’ Debate 


Health officials renew the 
argument about whether 
aging is a cause of death 


Science 

You know the cartoon where Bugs 
Bunny is driving an old car that sud- 
denly falls apart, every bolt sprung, 
with the last hubcap rattling in a cir- 
cle until it comes to rest? Some peo- 
ple die like that, too. The trouble is 
there’s not a good name for it. 

Is there a single problem that 
gets the final chain of events going? 
Or should “old age” under some cir- 
cumstances be considered an actual 
cause of death — equal to lung can- 
cer, leukemia and diabetes? 

Those questions are becoming 
increasingly important as more and 
more people die at very advanced 
ages without an obvious cause that 
can be confidently entered on the 
death certificate. 

The difficulty of naming a 
cause of death in the very old is 
becoming enough of a problem 
in the industrialized world that 
the World Health Organization is 
likely to address it head-on in the 
next year. 

“If we can’t find a way of deal- 
ing with this, then I think mortali- 
ty statistics will lose much of their 
value,” said Lars Age Johansson, 
who chairs the WHO’s Mortality 
Reference Group and is a biostat- 
istician with Sweden’s National 
Board of Health and Welfare. “I see 
this as very, very important.” 

Part of the reason it’s important 
is that mortality statistics are the 
backbone of public health. 

Without knowing how the mem- 
bers of a population die, and at what 
ages, epidemiologists can only guess 
how many deaths are potential- 
ly preventable. On the other hand, 
good mortality data can identify 
overlooked problems and help pub- 
lic health agencies decide where to

direct effort and money. 

The issue is especially topical 
because experts from around the 
world next year will start updating 
the International Classification of 
Diseases, medicine’s official list of 
more than 14,000 diagnoses. 

Some places began recording all 
deaths and their causes in the early 
1800s. The original ICD, called 
the International List of Causes of 
Death, was adopted in 1893. It had 
I6l headings (with more specific 
causes falling under some of them). 
Paradoxically, it was probably easi- 
er for a physician to choose a cause 
of death then than it is now when 
far more is known about the com- 
plicated physiology of dying. 

Today, doctors are expected to 
list both “immediate” and “under-

those diseases had been present. 
They are also asked to list “sig- 
nificant conditions contribut- 
ing to death” but not caus- 
ing it directly. But picking 
the “underlying cause” — 
which is the most impor- 
tant one — when a patient 
has several chronic illness- 
es — such as hypertension, 
dementia and coronary heart 
disease — is often difficult.

However, giving “old age” great- 
er credibility could make mortali- 
ty data in much of the world even 
muddier than it already is.

Still, few doubt old age is some- 
times a cause. “We as human 
organisms sometimes just run 
out of energy and shutdown,” said 
Cheryl Phillips, a San Francisco
